The enclosed Poem was in consequence of your suggestion, last 
time I had the pleasure of seeing you. It cost me an hour or two of 


next morning’s sleep but did not please me; so it lay by, an ill- 


digested effort till the other day that I gave it a critic brush. These 
kind of subjects are much hackneyed; and besides, the wailings of 
the rhyming tribe over the ashes of the Great, are damnably sus- 
picious, and out of all character for sincerity. These ideas damp’d my 
Muse’s fire; however I have done the best I could, ete. 

This gives a different account as to the origin of the poem, for 
ina letterto A. Cunningham of 11th March, 1791, Burns states 
he wrote the verses at the suggestion of Alexander Wood, 
Surgeon, and that Wood left them, together with a letter from 
the author, in the house of the Lord President’s son (2)

We agree perfectly in opinion respecting Mr. Malthus’s 
“notions,” miserably shallow as his book is its tendency is to degrade 
man & to misrepresent his Maker. There is one subject upon which 
we do not think alike. I cannot but think that both reason & scrip- 
ture warrant an expectation of a happier state of things on earth 
than has ever existed since the Fall, etc.

379 ELIzABETH (Queen of England) L. sub. and s. “ Your lovinge 
frende Elizabeth R.” 1 p. folio, 22 August, 1572. ‘‘To our 
right trusty and right welbeloved cousin the Erle of Marre, 
Regent of Scoteland.” The Earl of Mar had recently con- 
sented to give up the Earl of Northumberland at the price 
of Elizabeth’s assistance. She complains that the Indentures 
of abstinence have not been kept, that the City of Edinburgh 
is still held by his garrison, and that the country remains 
unpacified : 

.... The French Ambassador here resident hath been very earnest 
with usin this matter, and in furthering the complaint, as a thing 
that toucheth both the King, his Mrs honor and ours, If this good 


work so well begon among youe at the testimony and accord of both 
of Ambassaidurs shuld of your part be so little regarded and kept. 


It is remarkable that this letter is in the concluding para- 
graph given under our signet at Killingwnde on the very 
day that Northumberland was surrendered to the English 
authorities. Elizabeth was apparently at Woodstock at this 
time, so the concluding paragraph was most likely added 
when Northumberland had been delivered up, and the letter 
with its fresh complaints handed to Mar. 


380 CROMWELL (OLIVER) AN EXTREMELY FINE HOLOGRAPH 
LETTER s. in full “Oliver Cromwell,” 1 p. folio, closely 
written, undated, but written from Cambridge about the 

179 . . 
end of January, 1643, addressed to My noble freinds Sir 
Willm. Springe, Knight, and Maurice Barrowe, Esq.” with 
remains of seal. Relating to a very critical period of the 
Civil War. Cromwell had recently been recalled from the 
Army of Essex, had just established himself at Cambridge, 
and was busily occupied in raising horsemen to resist a 
threatened inroad by Lord Capel: 

I have beene nowe two dayes att Cambridge in expectation to heere 
the fruite of your endeavors in Suffolke, towards the publike Assis- 
tance, beleive itt you will here of a storme in few dayes, you have 
noe infantrie, att all considerable. Hasten your horses, a few howers 
may undoe you neglected. I beseech you bee carefull what captaines 
of horse you chuse, what men bee mounted, a few honest men are 
better than numbers, some tyme they must have for exercise. Ifyou 
choose Godly honest men to bee captaines of horse, honest men will 
followe them and they will bee carefull to mount such, the Kinge is 
exceedinge stronge in the west. If you bee able to foyle a force att 
the first cominge of itt, you will have reputation, and that is of great 
advantage in our affaires. God hath given itt to our handfull, let us

endeavor to keep itt. I had rather have a plaine russett coated 
captaine that knowes what hee fights for, and loves what hee knowes, 
than that we) you call a gentleman and is nothinge else. I honor a 
gentleman that is soe indeed, ete. 

He then speaks of the 3,000 men to be furnished by the 
Eastern association ; begs them to be careful on the line of 
march and in joining with the main body. This important 
historic letter was purchased at the Dawson-Turner sale in 
1859. 


RANDOLPH (Thomas) Queen Elizabeth’s Ambassador in Scotland, 


A. L. s. 14 pp. folio, Mdinburgh, the last of March, 1565, to 
Robert Dudley, Earl of Leicester. A letter of the greatest 
importance, in which he sends information of Mary Queen 
of Scots’ intention to wed Lord Darnley at the time when 
Leicester was a suitor for her hand : 

. To marrye thys Q. wth a papyste is toe throwe all. To joyne 

her ‘wth hym that ether for title or privat quarrell maye mayke dys- 
cention is as vyle as that. To forsake the Q. my mystres frendeshipe 
and to allie her self with any other is worse thought of all. To have 
a sounde man in judgemente, a constante man in religion, a wyse man 
to governe is so harde to fynde, that blessed shalbe that nation that 
may have hym. Thys Q. is determyned not to remayne in this state, 
what movethe her y? L. knoweth. 
He then goes on to say that many of her friends, though not 
all, wish her to marry Lord Darnley. Jt ts almost wnneces- 
sary to point out the great historical interest of this 
letter.

A. L. s. 1? pp. folio, June 24, 1670, to the Earl of Lauder- 
dale, FINE AND EXTREMELY RARE. Lauderdale has wished 
him to reside in Scotland in order to escape imprisonment. 
He thanks him for his offer, but gives various reasons why 
he is unable to accept it. He then dwells pathetically on 
the difficulties which beset him in his desire to live peaceably : 


I am aweary of the noise of contentious revilers and have often 
thought to goe into a foreigne land, if I could find any where I might 
have a healthfull aire and quietness, that I might live and die in 
peace. When I sit in a corner and meddle with nobody and hope 
the world will forget that I am alive, Court, City and Country is still 
filld with clamour against me...I think I broke no law in any of the 
preachings weh I am accused of, & I most confidently thinke that 
no law imposes on me the Oxford oath any more than on any conform- 
able minister, and I am past doubt that the present mittemus for my 
imprisonment is quite without law, ete.
